EFFECT OF THE PURE FOOD LAW ON TRADEMARKS. 
CASE has recently been decided in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals at Washington which may prove to 

have a very wide application in determining the validity of cer- 

tain trademarks used on medicinal preparations. In the case 
in question the complainant charged that his trademark had been 
infringed by a competitor. The competitor showed that the 
claims made by the owner of the trademark in his advertising 
were not true, and he set up the defense that in view of the 
fact that he had not come into court with clean hands, the com- 
plainant was not entitled to any relief. The Commissioner of 

Patents had given a decision in the favor of the complainant, 

but in the Court of Appeals this decision was overruled on the 

ground that “in an inequitable proceeding the one seeking * * * 

relief must himself be guiltless of any false representations in 

the mark and in advertising the mark, and that if he has made 
such false representations the right to the exclusive use of the 
mark cannot be maintained. * * * A court of equity would 


in the circumstances of the case recognize no property right in 


the mark.” 
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T is true that this decision was rendered in a suit involving 
the infringement of the trademark rights of a certain whis- 
key manufacturer, but the principle laid down is equally applicable 


to all trademark goods. 


HE manufacturer of this particular whiskey termed it “pure 
old rye,” saying that it was “distilled from selected grain,” 
whereas the evidence showed that it was a mixture of certain 
proportions of Pennsylvania rye whiskey, Kentucky rye whiskey, 
three grades of Kentucky bourbon whiskey, neutral spirit, prune 
juice, “bead oil,’ and caramel. This conflict between the asser- 
tions made by the manufacturer and the facts as set forth in 
the evidence showed what was characterized by the judge as a 
lack of regard for accuracy, which vitiated any right of redress 
which the trademark owner might have been entitled to had he 


come into court with clean hands. 


T is quite probable that there are many proprietary medicines 
the owners of which would find it difficult to enforce their 
trademark rights if the decision rendered in this case is fol- 
lowed as a precedent, for the exaggerated claims and extravagant 
advertising which have been indulged in by many of the proprie- 
tary medicine houses are quite as remote from the actual facts 
in the case as were the claims set forth by this particular manu- 


facturer of whiskey.

MANY GOOD FEATURES. 


LTHOUGH open to some criticism on the ground that it is 

perhaps a trifle too lenient in its labeling provisions, the 
recently enacted food and drugs law of Rhode Island has many 
excellent features which deserve mention as furnishing a model 
for similar measures which probably will be introduced in other

HILE the Rhode Island law does not specify the nature 

of the business or profession which the prospective mem- 
bers of its enforcement commission must pursue in order to be 
eligible for such offices, the pharmacists of that state have been 
shrewd enough to persuade the governor that the most important 
portion of the law relates to drugs, and that their profession, 
therefore, should have the largest representation. Convinced of 
the soundness of this argument, the governor has appointed on 
this commission two pharmacists and one grocer, 


¥ its general provisions the Rhode Island law is similar to 
the national food and drugs act, and on this score it receives 
the endorsement of all federa! officials who are desirous of hav- 
ing uniform measures enacted in every state in the union. In 
some respects, however, the new law is unique and it is on these 
particular points that the criticism, now directed against it, is 
based. One of these unique features is a provision exempting 
from the charge of misbranding or adulteration any drug which 
differs from the U. S. P. and N. F.

serve its integrity.” While every pharmacist is pleased to have 
such a provision in the law, there is some objection to it on the 
ground that it may tend to give too great leeway to unscrupulous 
dealers who may set up the plea of evaporation in cases where 


their preparations are labeled as of full strength, but do not con- 
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tain the full content. named on the label. Pharmacists, how- 
ever, realize that there will be few opportunities for anyone to 
take unfair advantage of this provision, as the skilled pharma- 
cists on the enforcement commission are qualified to judge 
whether the preparation is lacking in any of its ingredients by 
intention or by reason of unavoidable evaporation. They also 
realize that the food and drugs laws of other states, if strictly 
enforced, would work an undue hardship upon druggists who, 
through no fault of their own, might be adjudged guilty of adul- 
terating tinctures because of the fact that a part of the alcohol 
content is missing after such preparations have stood on their 


shelves for many months. 


NOTHER provision of the Rhode Island law which is likely 

to arouse adverse criticism is that compelling the labeling of 
alcohol and narcotic contents on proprietary and patent medi- 
cines and foods, but neglecting to make a similar provision in 
This 


may have been a mere oversight, but it does lay the law open to 


regard to the labeling of U. S. P. and N. F. preparations. 


criticism, as the national food and drugs law provides expressly 
for the labeling of alcohol and narcotic contents on all drug 
preparations, not excluding U. S. P. and N. F. preparations, and 
also the labeling of narcotic content on all foods, though it does 
not compel the labeling of alcohol content on foods in solid or 
liquid form. In this connection, however, it may be said that 
there is little necessity for the provision compelling the labeling 
of alcohol content on food preparations, notably the so called 


’ 


“temperance beverages,” inasmuch as the manufacturers and deal- 
ers in such food preparations already are compelled to acknowl- 
edge the amount of alcohol content, except when infinitesimal, 
by paying the United States Internal Revenue or excise license. 
Still, this provision for furnishing further safeguards for the 
public is not in itself objectionable. In regard to the failure of 
the law to compel the labeling of alcohol and narcotic contents 
on U. S. P. and N. F. preparations, this feature may be defended 
on the ground that the character of such preparations is so gen- 
erally known to pharmacists that they do not require such label- 
ing.

The natural presumption, of course, is that the 
latest revision shall be the criterion on this subject, but, as 
a matter of fact, the Rhode Island law does not specify any 
particular issue or revision, and, by its failure to do so, it unques- 
tionably does leave a loophole for some one to plead that he 
believed any revision—even one twenty or more years old— 
could be considered official. The national food and drugs act 
is scrupulously careful to specify that the standards shall be 
determined by the test laid down in the United States Pharma- 
copceia and National Formulary “official at the time of inves-

milk. While this exemption, which on its face appears absurd, 
was not necessary, as special legislation always takes precedence 
over general legislation, the Rhode Island legislators undoubtedly 
were wise to make it absolutely impossible for their newly cre- 
ated food and drugs commission to make rulings which might 
he contrary to those promulgated by the dairy commission of 


the state. 


HE appropriation for the enforcement of the Rhode Island 
law seems ridiculously small, in view of the enormous 
amount of work entailed. This appropriation, which is to be 
made annually, beginning January 1, 1909, from the state treas- 
ury, is only $3,500. and this sum must suffice to pay the salaries 
of the three members of the commission and of an executive 
secretary, the cost of collecting samples, the maintenance of a 
laboratory, the purchase of supplies and the expenses incurred in 
prosecuting offenders. It is evident that the state authorities 
will appreciate the necessity for a larger appropriation as soon 


as they begin to enforce the law. 


UARANTIES, according to the Rhode Island law, may be 
furnished under the national food and drugs act or under the 
state law. Taking the new law as a whole, therefore, it will 
be seen that it has many commendable features, most of which 
might to good advantage be incorporated in other state laws of 


like purport. 


GIVE THE YOUNG MEN A CHANCE. 


VERY now and then we get a fresh reminder of the need

in this issue. Under the quiet, conservative and easy-going direc- 
tion of men who had grown up with the association from its 
incorporation, the Connecticut Pharmaceutical Association, like 
many other organizations similarly situated, has met and trans- 
acted business during recent years without causing much more 
than a ripple on the surface of things pharmaceutical in the 
state whose name it bears. Less than five years ago the younger 
element of the profession in Connecticut began to be attracted 
to the meetings, influenced, doubtless, by the increased attention 
which the state legislature was beginning to pay to the’ regula- 
tion of pharmacy, and also by the wave of reform which brought 
with it new laws and regulations for the sale of proprietary 
medicines and standard drugs. With a wisdom which does them 
credit the old wheel horses of the association gave every encour- 
agement to the younger men to participate in the work, and the 
result was soon manifested in a quickening of its energies and 
a general extension of its influence both in pharmaceutical and 


political affairs. 


HE Waterbury meeting broke all previous records for attend- 
ance and in the enthusiasm displayed, and considerable 


work of a character likely to be of direct benefit to the pharma- 
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cists of the state was transacted. Some of the leading public 
men of the state were glad to avail themselves of the privilege 
of meeting with the pharmacists and addressing them on tlte 
questions of the day. At the convention recognition of the 
factor pharmacists might prove to be in the politics of the state 
was freely accorded by no less a person than the Congressman- 
at-Large, the Hon. George L. Lilley, who is today one of the 
most popular and respected representatives of the people of his 
state, despite all the newspaper abuse to which he has been 
subjected. Congressman Lilley forcibly put before the members 
in attendance the country’s need for their service, each in his 
own community, and thus emphasized what the AMERICAN Druc- 
cist has always preached concerning the desirability of phar- 
macists taking an interest in the affairs of their community and 


making their influence felt in politics. 


paling must be placed on the younger members to 
carry on, extend and develop to the utmost the policies 
and plans laid down by the founders of associations, and every 
encouragement should be given to them to take up the work. 
They should be made to realize their responsibilities by putting 
them in offices where their energies will be drawn upon for the 
prosecution of the work of the association along the varied lines 
of activity which will open out before them.~- All this is necessary 
if the control of the regulation of pharmacy is to be left with 
pharmacists in the same way as the other professional occupa- 
tions are controlled by their followers. Pharmacy will find itself 
in a subservient and subordinate position, under the control of 
organizations and individuals who are unfamiliar with pharmacy 
affairs, unless consistent and determined efforts are made to 
head off inimical legislation and to advance measures looking 
to a wise and educated control of pharmacy by pharmacists or 
officials chosen by pharmacists, the need for this being never 


so great as at present. 


igsancnass throughout the country organizations of one 
kind and another are making efforts to harmonize the state 
laws with the federal food and drugs act, and there seems to be 
a movement on the part of agricultural chemists and dairymen 
in some of the states to reserve to themselves the supervision 
of matters pertaining to the control of drugs and medicine. Phar- 
macists everywhere should be alert to head off movements of 
this kind and take such steps as are necessary to arouse the 
trade in their state to the necessity of reserving the control of 
regulations pertaining to the manufacture and sale of drugs and 
medicines to the properly constituted pharmacy boards and 


commissions. 


HE keen interest and enthusiasm displayed in association 
work by the younger generation of pharmacists is most 
encouraging and affords hope of a reawakening of the pharma- 
ceutical conscience, which has been dormant so long under the 
deadening influence of the old fogeyism which has characterized 
the conduct of many associations both local and state during 
the past few years. Therefore, give the young men a chance 
to show what is in them by putting them in positions of trust 
and responsibility, where they can make their influence felt and 
attract others of equal enthusiasm and energy to aid in the work 
of making pharmacists a power to be reckoned with in all great 
movements. 
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THE DRUGGISTS’ RELATION TO THE PURE FOOD AND 
DRUGS LAW.!

You have had the kindness to invite me to be your guest this 
evening, and, incidentally, doomed me to speak to you the foolish 
words of an after dinner talk. That, of course, is all simple 
enough. But it has been suggested also that in my talk I say 
something about the drug law and _its relations to the drug trade. 
There is right where trouble begins, for I don’t know what your 
general attitude toward the law may be and whether any of you 
are holding halves of bricks to heave at me if I speak of these 
things, nor does it seem quite nice for a guest to say any unpleas- 
ant word at his host’s table. 

Of law in a general way one can always speak safely and, if 
he desires, eloquently. It is the prohibitions of the law that 
make the trouble. 

The rector of one of our country parishes, giving directions 
for some repairs in the church, told the contractor about the 
tables of the ten commandments which were to be put in the 
chancel. “Make the tablets,” said he, ‘of the best quality clear 
pine, without a knot in them, and print the commandments in 
old English.” On his return he found the finished work—the 
tablets themselves of clear pine and the commandments with- 
out a Not in them. And he had to veil them till they were 
changed. “Thou shalt kill,” “Thou shalt commit adultery,” “Thou 
shalt steal,” however acceptable for sinners, was not the word 
of the Church. 

Now it is the “Nots” of the drug law which most concern 
you and me, and, however knotty the subject, bear with me while 
I speak of it very briefly, even if I strain a little the right of 
a guest. 

Let us get through with the disagreeable things first. 

There was an old darky preacher at the South who was daft 
on the subject of baptism, and almost all his sermons were on 
that subject. The deacons at last told him it wouldn’t do. They 
said they were nearly waterlogged with all this baptism busi- 
ness, and he must cut it out. He finally agreed to do it, and said 
he would begin and preach on all the texts in the Bible in order, 
which satisfied everybody, for they knew he wouldn’t hit bap- 
tism under fifty years. 

The first Sabbath he gave out as his text: “An’ de Lawd said, 
Where art thou Adam?” expounding the words in this way: 
“My subject, deah hearers, divides itself into four haids: Fust, 
every man that is born of woman is boun’ to be somewhars; 
second, every man needs most perspicaciously to know whar 
he is at; third, a man had better look out dat he ain’t whar he 
hadn’t ought to be, and the fourth is infan’ baptism. We will 
pass over the first three haids, and consider this mornin’ the 
all important subject of baptism.” 

Now, dear hearers, my text this evening is from the Epistle 
to the Block Islanders, and reads as follows: 

“The only thing for an official is to enforce the law, for a 
druggist to obey the law, and for both to join in changing the 
law if it proves to be unfair or inadequate.” 

Now, my subject divides itself into four “haids”: 

1. A considerable number of druggists are breaking the law. 

They ought not to be surprised if they are prosecuted. 
. They will be prosecuted. 
Appendix and appendicitis. 

Unlike my colored brother, I shall say a word on all four 
“haids.” First, then, a good many druggists are breaking the law. 
There are several catarrh remedies, snuffs, which are plainly 
marked as containing cocoaine, some of them as much as 4 per- 
cent. Now, an act passed in 1905 forbids the sale of any arti- 
cle containing cocaine, except on a prescription under certain 
restrictions. Yet these cocaine preparations are sold by some 
druggists illegally.

1Address delivered at the Veneeet of the Connecticut Pharmaceutical 
Association at the thirty-second annual meeting in Waterbury, June 9, 1908. 
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Again, the drug law forbids the sale of drugs containing ace- 
tanilide or any derivative thereof, except on a prescription, if 
the package fails to bear a statement on the label of the quan- 
tity or proportion of the things named. We find a good many 
headache powders are sold without such statement, but contain- 
ing as their chief active principle acetanilide or phenacetin—a 
clear violation of law. 

We find others which bear a statement of the number of 
grains per ounce, but not the number of grains per dose. Now, 
that is what the patient and the doctor who comes to treat him 
later for heart weakness needs to know. The other kind of 
statement perhaps meets the letter of the law, but not its spirit. 
And the letter killeth! 

Again, a drug is adulterated if, when sold under a name 
defined in the National Formulary or the United States Pharma- 
copeeia, it differs from the standard of strength laid down in 
these authorities. 

We lately bought of druggists in different parts of the state 
fifty-one samples of ammonia water, which should contain Io 
percent. of ammonia gas, according to the U. S. Pharmacopceia, 
and we found one with 23% percent—aqua ammoniz fortior 
evidently—and from that all the way down to 2% percent. More 
than half of them were far below standard. If the U. S. Phar- 
macopeeia is right, all these things are wrong, illegal, and likely 
to make trouble for all of us. 

Well, take tincture of iodine. We tested ninety-two samples 
bought in all parts of the state. The U. S. Pharmacopeeia re- 
quires about 7 percent. of iodine in this preparation. We found 
in one, 16 percent., probably Churchill’s tincture dispensed by 
mistake, and in the others, quite a number that were far below 
standard, down as low as 3 percent. 

Have I not made good under my first “haid”? 

And the second is, that druggists ought not to be surprised 
if they are prosecuted. The law is well known. It was dis- 
cussed at your winter meeting. Some of these cases of which I 
have spoken are, no doubt, mistakes. But the druggist and the 
doctor make no mistake. The public banks on their accuracy 
and competency. Our lives are in your hands. Acetanilide 
wrongly administered will kill. Ammonia and iodine applied ex- 
ternally will not. But a 16 percent. iodine may make a patient 
howl worse than an overdose of acetanilide, and a 3 percent. 
solution is a fraud on him. 

The law is made to meet just such cases. 
of the patient, the doctor and the careful druggist. 
drugs and unfair competition. 

My third “haid” is: That violators of the law will be pun- 
ished. You know the Commissioner. I know that his desire is 
to execute the law with just as little disturbance to legitimate busi- 
ness as it is possible His inspector has done a great deal of 
work in visiting druggists and calling attention to things which 
were obviously wrong, that they might be corrected. He is will- 
ing to make all allowances that should be made for obvious over- 
sights and the imposition of manufacturers or jobbers in drugs, 
but clear, obvious violations of the law he must call to the atten- 
tion of the court or violate his oath of office. 

There is one other point I want briefly to mention: the 
stock of old patent medicines the makers of which have gone to 
their reward in one way or another, or who refuse to furnish 
proper labels for their old stock on your shelves. Orphan pat- 
ents we may call them. 

The law makes no exception for these orphans. The seller 
must see they are properly clothed before they appear in public 
on his shelves. Some one must father them. Being an outsider 
I see no use in keeping them. They are very seldom called for. 
Froperly insured they may yield a profit in case of fire. But 
a niedicine which no one stands back of and takes responsibility 
for has no place on the shelves of a drug store; “sold, offered 
or exposed for sale,” as the law has it. They may be stored, 
but not offered or exposed for sale. 

Of course, it is only the assay of certain drugs which con- 
cerns us, and there are only a limited number which can be 
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assayed with the accuracy which is required in a court case. 
Many drugs are past ail hope of accurate assay in the present 
state of our knowledge. The methods of the U. S. Pharma- 
copeeia which the law requires us to follow are in some cases 
quite imperfect. 

You may be sure that we shall condemn nothing on a method 
which is obviously faulty, or which does not give accurate re- 
sults on tests with a drug of known purity, or on which two 
chemists working independently do not get agreeing results. The 
rule of the Connecticut Agricultural Experiment Station -for 
thirty years has been that every figure reported must be veri- 
fied by a duplicate test, almost always made by a different 
chemist. 

The work of inspection and testing is no new thing with the 
station. We have been doing it with regard to fertilizers for 
thirty years, with human food products for fourteen years, and 
with commercial food for a longer period. In no case has our 
evidence been successfully impeached in court. And I think the 
Dairy Commission has brought us cases which were not justified 
by a fair commonsense view of the situation. 

And this brings me to my fourth and last “haid,’ Appendix 
and Appendicitis. If I have been swinging a sword hitherto, 
look out for me now, for it has been well said, “A pen(dicit)is 
mightier than the sword.” One never expects to find anything 
connected or relevant either in the appendix of a book, or in 
the vermiform variety. There is nothing of the kind here either. 

My recent enforced acquaintance with the U. S. Pharma- 
copceia reminds me of my first battle with the materia medica. 

When I was a small boy my younger brother and I had re- 
peated attacks of some obscure trouble which baffled our family 
dector. They were sudden, violent, subsided quickly, and the 
symptoms were never twice alike. One day it would be a head- 
ache, dizziness or neuralgic pain. The next time a mighty diar- 
rheea—not of the unripe apple sort. Next week nausea, lameness, 
puffy eyelids. And again intolerable thirst, dizziness and dim- 
ness of vision, with dilated pupils. 

The doctor called it all growing pains, and put us on a stingy 
diet, with some particularly nasty medicine, and under his skill 
and the wise orderings of Providence our recovery was com- 
plete and permanent. 

Long after the doctor had gone to a place where his pro- 
fessional skill was of no earthly use, but where those things 
which had made him a beloved physician must have made him 
a most amiable ministering spirit—long after my mother had 
ceased to be my discipliniarian and had become my comrade 
did I tell her the facts which cast a flood of light on our trou- 
bles and the connection of which I had not realized at the time. 

Just before these attacks of “growing pains,” a relative vis- 
ited us who had a box of homceopathic remedies, the like of 
which we had never seen. Our other pellets, given us for some 
trifling trouble, increased our appetite for more. So, I blush 
to tell it, we had examined the case in her absence and took 
all the pellets in the back corner bottle and made a fair division. 
We did not connect the following illness with these harmless 
sugar plums, and soon after we emptied the second bottle, and 
so on in alphabetical order. 

Aconite, aloes, arsenic, belladonna, headache, diarrhoea, nausea 
and dimness of vision! Punishment following hard: after sin, 
allopathy on the heels of homeopathy! 

Here were two great systems of medicine wrestling in the 
anatomy of one small boy. Up and down the length and breadth 
of his system from cesophagus to colon the fight raged, marching 
and counter marching, periods of inactivity and then a sudden 
and fierce onslaught. The Lord mercifully spared our unprofit- 
able lives, but I must say that as between homceopathy and allo- 
pathy it was a drawn game. To this day, I must say, I have 
more fear of homceopathy, because, perhaps, I not unnaturally 
associate it with the wages of sin, which is death. 

It has been a pleasure to meet with you this evening. I apol- 
ogize if I have in any way scemed to abuse my place as a guest 
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by alluding to anything of an unpleasant nature. My only ob- 
tect has been to call your attention to certain things, with the 
idea of saving us both trouble. I hope some time some of you 
may feel interested to come to the Agricultural Station and see 
us, and get better acquainted with us and our work. 





NOTE ON THE DISINTEGRATION OF TABLETS.! 
By Georce M. BERINGER, JR.

Some time ago the writer had occasion to prepare tablets con- 
taining one grain of arecoline hydrobromide for veterinary hypo- 
dermatic use. To each of these tablets two grains of sodium 
chloride was added. This addition served the purpose of both 
diluent and lubricant, and the tablets were so furnished on sev- 
eral occasions. It became necessary one time to prepare them 
on a very damp day, and Io percent. of powdered boric acid was 
added to overcome a slight adhesion to the die and punches of 
the tablet machine. The veterinarian for whom they were pre- 
pared volunteered the information that the tablets prepared in 
this way were better than usual, as they went to pieces almost 
immediately on being dropped into water. Since the arecoline 
and the salt are both very soluble in water, the increased rapid- 
ity of disintegration could only be attributed to the boric acid, 
although the acid is, by comparison, almost insoluble. 

At another time, tablets of ammonium chloride were being 
prepared. While this salt usually requires no lubricant, the 
weather was exceedingly damp, and it became necessary to add 
a small percentage of talcum to overcome the tendency of the 
mass to stick. A test of these tablets, made on the same machine, 
without readjustment, before and after adding the talcum, showed 
the tablets containing the talcum to be quicker in breaking down. 

In the above cases the material added has been that of a more 
or less insoluble substance to a soluble substance, forming the 
body of the tablet, but the reverse gives the same result. A 
veterinary tablet of arsenic trioxide, one grain, with cane sugar, 
one grain, disintegrates so rapidly when dropped into warm wa- 
ter that observers have declared it to be made with an effer- 
vescent basis. A tablet containing two grains of cane sugar only 
dissolves but slowly. Quinine sulphate with 25 percent. cane 
sugar gives the same result, although neither quinine sulphate 
nor sugar alone disintegrates so rapidly. Tablets of the basic 
bismuth salts made with the addition of 20 percent. of cane sugar 


fairly “fly to pieces” when dropped into warm water. This also 

is true of tablets each containing 
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although milk sugar is distinctly less soluble than the cane sugar 
used in the plain bismuth tablets. Perhaps the most striking 
example of rapid distintegration, where least expected, is in a 
tablet containing 
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when granulated with syrup, yet none of these ingredients is 
noted for ready solubility in water. 

The cases cited and numerous others lead to the infer- 
ence that a more or less fixed rule applies in all cases where a 
tablet is composed of two or more ingredients—namely, that, 
other things being equal, the rapidity of disintegration of a tablet 
varies directly with the difference in solubility of the ingredients. 
The reason for this is obvious. The more soluble particles, being 
first attacked by the solvent, a sort of “honeycombing” effect is 
produced, and, the cohesion of the less soluble portions being 
destroyed, as well as more surface exposed to the solvent, the 
tablet falls rapidly to pieces. While some of the facts in con- 
nection with this have been observed, the rule does not appear 
to have been specifically stated, and hence it is deemed worthy 
of recording.

To Remove Paint, Oil and Varnish Stains. 


White Goods, Colored Cotton and Woolen Materials.—The 
cloth is wetted, and a sponge dipped in oil of turpentine or ben- 
zin passed several times over the stain; a piece of blotting paper 
is. then placed over the stain and a hot iron is passed over the 
stained place. The entire material is then washed out in warm 
soap and water. 

Silk, Satin and Similar Materials.—A thin paste is formed of 
magnesium carbonate and ether, which is spread over the stain. 
When the ether has been volatilized the magnesia stain is brushed 
away or removed with a piece of soft bread. Old stains of the 
nature indicated above are first: dampened with chloroform, and 
then the processes as above described are carried out. In any 
case to entirely remove the stain will necessitate several repe- 
titions of the process. 

ROSIN, TAR, CARRIAGE GREASE, ETC., STAINS. 

White Goods.—The goods are made damp, and the stain is 
wiped with a sponge dipped in oil of turpentine, and is cov- 
ered with blotting paper, a hot smoothing iron being passed sev- 
eral times over it. Finally the whole material is washed out in 
warm soap water. 

Colored Cotton and Wool Materials.—The stuff is dampened, 
and a little olive oil applied to the stain, on which soap is after- 
ward well rubbed. The soap is allowed to act for a few minutes, 
and is washed out alternately with oil of turpentine and hot 
water. If this has not succeeded, ‘the yellow of egg mixed with 
some oil of turpentine is applied, and when this has dried it is 
scraped away, and a thorough washing out in hot water ensues. 
The last operation is the washing of the stuff in water mixed 
with a little hydrochloric acid and thorough rinsing out in 
pure water. 

Silk, Satin and Similar Materials—The stuff is wetted, and 
a sponge dipped in a mixture of ether and chloroform is rubbed 
over the stain. If the stain is no longer noticeable, white clay 
is strewn over it, over which filtering paper is placed, and the 
stain ig extracted by passing a hot smoothing iron over the 
pluce. If this process has not been successful, the yellow of egg 
mixed with chloroform is used in the same manner. 


The Food and Drugs Index. 


The Division of Publication of the Department of Agriculture 
has published a food and drugs index covering Circulars Nos. 
Ig and 21, issued from the office of the Secretary of Agriculture, 
and the food inspection decisions down to and including No. 87. 
This index will be of much value to those interested in the 
administration of the food and drugs act, as it offers a means 
of turning promptly to decisions affecting any particular subject 
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Skin Food.—N. F.—In previous numbers of the AMERICAN 
Druccist we have published all the available information regard- 
ing the manufacture of the fatty compounds which are sold 
variously as skin foods, massage creams and wrinkle eradicators. 
It is extremely improbable that any of the preparations on the 
market are directly nutrifying to the tissues, but that the enlarge- 
ment of the parts which follows the use of skin foods is due to 
the stimulation which follows the rubbing and general massaging, 
the creams and ointments recommended acting chiefly as lubri- 
cants. Some fats are, however, more readily and freely absorbed 
than others, and by judicious combination a cream, paste or oint- 
ment may be put up for sale as a skin food which will satisfy the 
purchaser if properly used. Below are printed alternate for- 
mulas, the first one yielding an ointment-like preparation which 
will be readily absorbed and prove a pleasant application, while 
the second is equally absorbent, but is nongreasy and represents 
perhaps the best type of the true massage cream, which disap- 
pears as it is rubbed into the flesh and leaves no grease or stain 
behind. 
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Mix the wool fat and lard, and gradually incorporate the 
mixed glycerin and rose water; when well mixed, add the oil of 
rose geranium. The lard oil is only to be added in case the mix- 
ture is deemed too thick. 

This preparation is really an excellent skin food and wrinkle 
eradicator, and may be advertised as such and as a bust devel- 
oper, and is better than the majority of the preparations on the 
market offered for the purpose. If rubbed into the skin at night 
it will be thoroughly absorbed by morning. The directions for 
use as a skin food are to rub it thoroughly and plentifully into 
the skin at night, rubbing or massaging for from two to five 
minutes each time. 
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To the glycerin contained in a large evaporating dish add the 
sodium carbonate previously dissolved in the water. Mix and 
add the stearic acid and heat the mixture until no more vapors 
of carbon dioxide are given off. A clear solution should be the 
result. Keep the mixture at nearly the boiling point on a water 
bath for at least one hour, with frequent stirring, making up any 
loss of water by evaporation by the addition of water to 10 
ounces. Lastly add the orange flower water and transfer the 
whole to a hot mortar. Beat with an egg beater until the mix- 
ture becomes of the proper consistency, and if additional perfume 
is desired add a few drops of oil of neroli. Allow it to stand 
twelve hours, stir well and then transfer to pots or wide-mouthed 
bottles, as may be deemed best. 

Blackberry Cordial; Blackberry Brandy.—F. C. Co— 
When blackberry cordial is ordered without further specification 
the preparation of the National Formulary, Cordiale rubi fructus, 
should be dispensed. As has been previously pointed out in this 
column considerable confusion prevails regarding what is meant 
by the respective terms, blackberry cordial and blackberry brandy. 
Most of the so-called blackberry brandies consist of an alcoholic 
liquor in which blackberries have been steeped or of a cordial 
made from an infusion of blackberries and blackberry root, con- 
taining sugar and various aromatics. The variability of the 





preparations both in appearance and composition was set forth 
in a paper contributed by John P. Kelly to the American Journal 
of Pharmacy for September, 1889. He cited the following for- 
mulas furnished by different manufacturers of the blackberry 
brandy of commerce: 

1. Fluidextract of blackberry bark, 2 parts; syrup, 2 parts; 
whiskey, 4 parts. 

2. Blackberry juice and brandy, equal parts. 

3. Blackberry root, cinnamon, cloves, glycerin and brandy; 
no proportions given. 

4. Blackberry juice, syrup, spices, New England rum; no 
proportions given. 

In the National Formulary (3d ed.), three formulas will be 
found for the respective preparations, compound elixir, cordial, 
and aromatic syrup. A simple method of preparing a blackberry 
cordial 1s by combined maceration and percolation of 2 oz. of 
blackberry root and 1 drachm each of cloves and cinnamon, with 
sufficient aromatic elixir to make 1 pint. 


Artificial Flavoring Extracts—W. H.—In a paper pub- 
lished originally in this journal several years ago, Frank Edel 
gave a number of formulas for flavoring extracts in which linalyl 
formate figures, as follows: 

EXTRACT OF APRICOT. 
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Emulsion of Codliver Oil and Glycerophosphates.—P. C. 
H.—The following formula should turn out a satisfactory emul- 
sion of the kind desired by you: 
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Vanillin, dissolved in alcohol, enough to flavor. 

Emulsionize the glycerin and oil with the saponin dissolved in 
a mixture of lime water and alcohol, adding first the glycerin, 
followed by the oil, which has been previously incorporated with 
the glycerophosphates by trituration in a separate mortar. 

Test for Formaldehyde in Milk—W. D. W. & Co. make 
inquiry regarding a test for detecting the presence of formalde- 
hyde in milk which was published in an earlier number. 

The test referred to is probably that one depending on the 
combined action of sulphuric acid and formaldehyde upon a 
proteid substance (in this instance, casein) in the presence of a 
trace of ferric salt to produce an intense violet color in the liquid 
under examination. The best method of performing this test is 
as ‘follows: Five Cc. of milk are treated with an equal amount 
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of 50 percent. sulphuric acid and with five drops of a I percent. 
solution of ferric chloride. The mixture is shaken and brought 
to the boiling point. The violet color immediately appears and 
persists for five or six minutes. In this manner the presence 
of Gm. o.001 of 40 percent. formaldehyde solution in 1 liter of 
milk may be detected. The method just described may be ap- 
plied to the detection of this preservative in any other food 
product. For this purpose it is sufficient to distill the product in 
question and add a little milk or casein to the distillate. The 
resulting mixture may then be tested with sulphuric acid and 
ferric chloride. 

The Strychnos Aculeata.—At a recent meeting of the 
Society of Pharmacy of Paris, M. Moureu presented a study by 
Alex. Hébert upon the active principles of the fruit of an African 
Strychnos. This plant does not contain either strychnine or cura- 
rine, but does contain traces of brucine and a fixed active prin- 
ciple, probably of the nature of a glucocide. 





Simple Method of Deodorizing Gasoline.—B. writes: “Gas- 
oline may be deodorized by throwing a little piece of ammonium 
carbonate into the container. Can you explain how this remark- 
ble result is brought about?” 

It may be conjectured that the fumes of the ammonia over- 
come the odor of the gasoline, but some chemical action may take 
place. We pass up the problem to our readers, and we can only 
trust that our querist is sure of the fluid which he names gaso- 
line. There are retail druggists who confound gasoline with 
naphtha and both with benzin. 


The Manufacture of Compressed Yeast.—D. M.—In a note 
published in the Chemist and Druggist a few years ago a Mr. 
Jago is quoted on the subject of manufacturing compressed yeast. 
He says a ladleful of the “barm” is put into a vat of malt mash; 
_ ma short time a scum begins to form on the surface. This is 
skimined off, and constitutes the new generation of the yeast 
family, the “firstlings” being unfit for use, while the “middle” 
skimmings constitute the “barm” that is esteemed in brewing and 
bread-making. The “tail” skimmings are yeast cells which have 
been starved of nitrogen, and are consequently ferments. The 
best “barm” of all is that which overflows from beer casks during 
the final fermentation which some brewers know how to accom- 
plish with advantage to their ale. The poorest yeasts are those 
yielded by brews containing much added sugar or glucose. In 
the manufacture of compressed yeast the collection of the fer- 
ment begins about twelve hours after fermentation has set in, and 
continues uninterruptedly for twelve hours. The skimmed yeast 
is first mixed with water, and is then passed through a series of 
mechanical sieves, by which the grains are removed. It is then 
washed by decantation two or three times, care being taken not 
to carry this process too far, otherwise the contents of the cells 
are weakened. It is again sifted through finer sieves. At the 
final decantation the young and weak cells come to the surface 
first and are rejected; the remainder is collected, passed through 
a filter press, and, as soon as it is dry enough, it is packed into 
packages, so as to prevent discoloration by air. Mr. Jago says that 
“eternal vigilance in the course of manufacture is the secret of 
excellence in compressed yeast.” The addition of starch is un- 
necessary, as its sole object in earlier days was to absorb moisture 
now got rid of by the use of efficient filter presses. Nevertheless, 
20 percent. of starch—not more—is considered a desirable addi- 
tion, because the mixture is drier, and is easier handled. 


Castor Oil Contaminated with Zinc.—The presence of zinc 
in castor oil and oil of sesame has been noted by W. v. Rijn 
(Pharm. Wkbl., 1908, No. 3), who states that this metal will 
always be found in such oils as are allowed to stand in zinc-lined 
vessels. Metallic zinc can be dissolved with comparative ease 
by these oils, an observation which is not without practical sig- 
nificance, considering the almost exclusive internal use of castor 
oil. The salt formed by the zinc and the fatty acid dissolves in 
the warm oil, but tends to separate out at ordinary temperatures 
in the form of a fine white precipitate, made up of microscopical 
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crystals. Castor oil should therefore always be filtered if it is 
not perfectly clear at ordinary temperature. 

The Preparation of Agurin is described by Schréder in a 
recent issue of the Pharmaceutisch Weekblad (1907, p. 1402). To 
180 parts of theobromine is added enough alcoholic solution of 
carbonate free sodium hydroxide to correspond to 40 parts of the 
latter substance. The theobromine is quickly dissolved. There 
is then added 136 parts of sodium acetate in double the quantity 
of water, and the whole is evaporated down to 302 parts. The 
precipitate corresponds in taste, solubility and other characteris- 
tics to theobromine-sodium-sodium acetate (agurin). It is 
probable that theocin-sodium acetate may be prepared in a like 
manner. 


The Differentiation of Plant Albumens by Means of 
Specific Sera.—Since the investigations of Kraus there have 
been many reports concerning the biological method of detecting 
and identifying proteid bodies. Probably the most important 
work is that done by Uhlenhuth and Wassermann, who have 
utilized this procedure for the differentiation of human and ani- 
mal blood. While proteids of animal origin have been quite 
extensively considered, there has been but little work 
hitherto on the vegetable proteids. Dr. Demetrius Gasis, 01 
Athens, in a recent issue of the Berlin klin. Wochenschrift (1903, 
P, 358), reported some interesting facts in regard to the applica 
tion of this method to the latter class of proteids. Gasis treated 
rabbits with the specific albumen of rye, of rice, or of beans for 
a period of two months, after which the serum was tested with 
the corresponding albumen. Gm. 0.8 of the albumen, dissolved 
in Ce. 10 of a I0 percent. salt solution, was injected either intra- 
venously or subcutaneously every second day for the two months. 
It was found on testing the various albumens with a serum de- 
veloped in this manner that the precipitate reaction was sharper 
and more definite than could be obtained with animal proteids. 
The plant albumen was obtained by treating the ground up seeds 
with 10 percent. sodium chloride solution, which was then sub- 
jected to dialysis to remove a portion of the salt. The globulins 
were filtered off, and the albumen precipitated with acetic acid, 
collected on a filter, washed with water, alcohol, and ether, and 
then dried.

Letters to the Editor. 


Bieber’s Test for Rapid Examination of Almond Oil. 
To the Editor: 

Sir,—We gave been extremely interested in reading the arti- 
cle, entitled ‘“‘Peach Kernel Oil Must Not Be Dispensed as Al- 
mond Oil,” which appears in your issue of May 11. 

We really must compliment the writer on his treatment of the 
subject, which displays a thorough grasp of the various aspects 
of the question that is worthy of all praise. In view of the 
many misconceptions that are met with it is as refreshing as it 
is unusual to see the subject treated in this practical fashion. 

Whilst thus giving expression to the dominant feeling that 
arises on perusal of the article in question, may we add one 
or two comments that occur to us? 

The writer points out the ease with which the substitutions 
of oil of peach or apricot kernels (for brevity we will refer 
to this under its general name) may be distinguished from the 
true oil of almonds by application of the nitric acid test. This, 
of course, is perfectly correct, but it will be seen that to com- 
plete it a delay of some hours is required, and where this is 
not convenient and a speedy result is necessary we may point 
out that for immediate determination Bieber’s test is most ef- 
fective. The color reactions are, as a rule, more marked, a bright 
red being produced in the case of the kernel oil, as compared 
with a dull whitish one in that from almonds. 

We could give instances almost ludicrous of consternation 
and vexation produced in the minds of buyers who were thus 
shown that they had been paying the equivalent of from 4 to 
6 cents a pound more than the proper price of the article they 
were receiving, whilst they fondly imagined that they were pur- 
chasing true almond oil on exceptionally favorable terms. 

Though, having regard to our experience with almond oil, we 
hold that nothing has been produced that is its equal, we never- 
theless agree that there 1s no reason why the kernel oil should 
not be sold where it is put forward ahsolutely without deception 
and where it finds a suitable place in manufactures. We consider, 
however, that in your article the interchangeability of the two 
oils may be too much inferred. We have ourselves supplied sam- 
ples of the kernel oil for testing (in use) where, in the result, 
the substitution has been found impracticable. In other cases 
we have known preparations spoiled by the change. This is not 
surprising when one considers the different action under the 
chemical test, which would tend to show that any combination 
touching certain special conditions would be bound to cause a 
result in the one case from that in the other. This 


different 
merely shows the necessity for caution. 

A more complex question is that of the adulteration of the 
kernel oil itself, which is met with to a surprising extent, but 
which it would lead us too far to discuss here.

As I have probably said before, soda water is an unsatis- 
factory thing for a druggist to advertise in the newspapers. It 
is a business of itself and calls for regular space and continuous 
mention, and no druggist can afford to give it that. Occasional 
ads doubtless produce some results, but there is never any way of 
telling just what they do accomplish. Still it is worth while for 
one to run occasional soda ads. and the three reproduced here- 
with are good ones to copy. The Curtis ad. ought to be headed 
in lower case instead of caps, to make easier reading, but other- 
wise the ads. are all three excellent. The originals of the Curtis 
and Massillon Company’s ads. were 4% inches wide. The Radd- 
cliffe ad. was in single column, three inches deep.

A woman has put away old notions of how to care for winter 
clothing, furs, blankets and everything that the moths are likely 
to burrow in by using up-to-date methods. Tar balls, camphor 
balls, cedar flakes, tar bags, etc., are the proper things now to 
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the same in any two neighborhoods. The profit to be added to 
the cost of proprietary goods and sundries must also vary in 
different places, and a druggist in Chicago, for instance, cannot 
advise a druggist in Pittsburgh how to mark his goods. A few 
years ago it was discovered by several writers for the trade that 
it costs on an average 25 percent. to do business. This means 
25 percent. of the total volume. It is important to know this, but 
the scheme of a Western druggist to mark all goods exactly on 
this basis comes near to being ridiculous. 

Imagine a druggist in Pittsburgh marking his stock with the 
idea of adding 25 percent. for expense, and, say, 15 percent. for 
profit. First, he would put up a prescription for four ounces 
of solution of subacetate of lead. The finished package would 
cost probably 10 cents. Add 66 percent. to that and we have 
about 17 cents as the charging price (66 percent. of the cost fig- 
ures nearly the same as 40 percent. of the selling price). 

Then he would sell a cake of Cuticura soap, cost 19 cents,

Selling at a Profit. 

Some druggists who write letters to the drug journals are 
prone to give instruction to the inexperienced on how to mark 
goods to make a profit. 

The man of large and successful experience seldom lays down 
rules to be followed by all. Even if he has found certain meth- 
ods of his own to accomplish success, he is slow to advise the 
same methods for others. Of course, there are certain general 
principles that can and in most cases must be followed, but in 
managing a business in detail the principle of common sense must 
arrange matters to suit each individual case, 

The profit made on prescriptions varies, and is, perhaps, not

It is argued that no item should be sold unless it yields enough. 
margin to pay for doing business and a profit. If this rule were 
carried out, two-thirds of the merchandise’ carried by drug stores, 
four-fifths of groceries, and more than one-half carried by depart- 
ment stores would be eliminated. 

When druggists follow such advice and cut out every item 
that doesn’t clear up enough to pay its own way through his 
hands, then some bright fellow will start up a store and handle 
only such items and get rich quicker than a gold miner ever did. 

Let some of the wise ones who tell others how to do it figure 
for us how any business man could get enough trade to pay his. 
rent if he refuses to handle any goods on close margin. 

It is a fact that the average drug store must clear about 40 
percent. of its total business to pay a fair profit, but the per- 
centage must be averaged and not figured on each item. 

A very good plan to find out about what profit a store is 
making is to take the invoices of purchases for a month and 
make a total of, as nearly as possible, what every item sells for. 
This will give some practical information by comparing the total 
of the invoices with the total selling price-—The Pittsburgh 
Druggist.

Trademark Rights Invalid on Misbranded Articles—No Cocaine by 
Mail After July 1—Fined for Cocaine Sale. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, June 16—An important decision has been handed 
down by Judge Robb, of the Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia, in connection with the use of trademarks and the ex- 
tent to which they can be protected under Federal law in cases 
where it is established that the goods are adulterated or mis- 
branded. The case in question is that of L. W. Levy & Co. v. 
Nathan M. Uri & Co., and involves the validity of the trademark 
of the so called “Brookwood” whiskey. The whiskey in ques- 
tion was described on the label as “Pure Old Rye,” and the 
case came up originally before the Commissioner of Patents, the 
complaint being that an infringement of the trademark rights 
of the manufacturers had occurred. The testimony showed that 
the whiskey referred to was composed of a certain proportion 
of Pennsylvania rye whiskey, a certain proportion of Kentucky 
rye whiskey, three different grades of Kentucky bourbon, a cer- 
tain proportion of neutral spirits, some prune juice, “bead oil” 
and caramel. The statement “distilled from selected grain” car- 
ried on the advertisements was said by the judge to have been 
“made without regard to its accuracy.” On the basis of these 
facts, Judge Robb has held that the whiskey in question was 
not pure rye whiskey, and hence that the use of the trademark 
could not be protected. He therefore reversed the decision of 
th Commissioner of Patents, which was in favor of the owners 
of the trademark, and based his decision on the ground that 
“in an inequitable proceeding the one seeking * * * relief 
must himself be guiltless of any false representations in the mark 
and in advertising the mark, and that if he has made such false 
representations the right to the exclusive use of the mark can- 
not be maintained. * * * A court of equity would in the 
circumstances of the case recognize no property right in the 
mark.” For some days after the filing of the decision compara- 
tively little attention was paid to it, on the supposition that it 
concerned the whiskey business solely, but within the past week 
or more there has been a strong growth of interest in the matter. 


Broad Application of the Decision. 

It is now recognized here that the decision has some broad 
applications. The verdict rendered by Judge Robb will hold good 
in this particular case, no doubt; but, as is now asserted by 
whiskey men, its later application not only in the District of 
Columbia but elsewhere may be upset by adjudication on the 
part of the courts as to the question “what is whiskey?” Judge 
Robb’s decision on that point is purely local, and his general 
remarks as to the whiskey question in its broader aspects are 
largely obiter dicta. The point made by him as to the application 
of the trademark law is, however, considered by food and drug 
experts in this city to be of great significance, inasmuch as it 
points to the use of that law in upholding the food and drugs 
act in its application to all sorts of proprietary foods and drugs 
and for the protection of registered trademarks applying to these 
classes of articles. If other courts should take a similar point 
of view, as, no doubt, they will, manufacturers of misbranded 
and adulterated goods could not expect protection of their pat- 
ent and trademark rights from the federal government. More- 
over, the decision that an article was misbranded or adulterated 
would be arrived at by the courts in each particular case, so 
that where the courts were disposed to uphold rigid standards 
of purity in foods and drugs, they would be likely to offer re- 
sistance to any system whereby goods of poor or misrepresented 
character were palmed off upon the public for what they actually 
were not. 

The Cocaine Decision Under the Food and Drugs Act. 

The Department of Agriculture has gained something of a 
victory in securing the conviction of a local druggist charged 
with selling cocaine without proper labeling to consumers in 
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the District of Columbia. The fine imposed—$1oo—was made 
light, in consideration apparently of extenuating circumstances, 
and it may be expected that future infractions of the law will 
be more stringently dealt with. This prosecution was brought 
in ‘accordance with the terns of the food and drugs act, al- 
though under the special jurisdiction which is given in all acts 
of Congress with reference to the District of Columbia. Gov- 
ernment officers, however, state that the precedent established in 
this case will be applicable not only to District cases, but to 
similar cases arising in other jurisdictions, where the cocaine 
or similar drug has been brought into the state as an article in 
interstate trade. The Bureau of Chemistry is preparing a num- 
ber of other prosecutions based on similar principles, and these 
are expected to be followed up elsewhere. 


No Cocaine by Mail. 


Consultations with the postoffice authorities have also been 
numerous of late, the subject in hand being the enforcement of 
the clause in the postoffice appropriation bill which prohibits 
the use of any portion of the postoffice appropriation for the 
purpose of transporting by mail any cocaine or derivative thereof. 
The new act, of course, does not go into effect until the first of 
next month, and the analyses which are now being made in 
the Bureau of Chemistry are for the purpose of locating the 
supposed offenders, in order that the postoffice department may 
be in readiness to apply the terms of the act as soon as it 
becomes effective. It is believed that a considerable number of 
persons who are in the habit of vending medicines by mail will 
be caught under this provision. 


Liquor License Tax Ruling. 

Commissioner of Internal Revenue Capers has made a ruling 
with reference to the payment of special taxes under the internal 
revenue law that is likely to prove of considerable importance 
to druggists who handle liquors in places where local option or 
prohibition legislation is in vogue. Mr. Capers says in part: 

After careful consideration of the rulings of this office and 
the decisions of the courts, I have reached the conclusion that 
where liquors are actually set apart on bona fide orders accepted 
at the place where a special tax stamp is held, form 52b, con- 
signed to shipper’s order, and an invoice or bill of sale is made 
out at the place of business and mailed to the purchaser, no lia- 
bility is incurred through the subsequent actual delivery at some 
other point. 

; It should be remembered, however, that the practice of con- 
signing liquors to the shipper’s order is questionable, and that 
in every case where such consignments are shown the burden of 
proof will be on the shipper to show that the order was actually 
accepted from a bona fide person and the sale consummated at 
the place where,the special tax stamp is held, that the goods were 
actually set apart at that place for the purchaser, and that his 
copy of the bill of lading was indorsed by him specifically to the 
purchaser, or constructive delivery by invoice and entry on form 
52b was made prior to the delivery of the goods, in order to es- 
cape liability for special tax at the pointof delivery. 


Professor Rudolph Visits New York, 


Norman Rudolph, manager of the East Indian business of 
Parke, Davis & Co., with headquarters in Bombay, who now is 
traveling through the United States inspecting the chemical labora- 
tories and courses in chemistry in the leading universities of this 
country, has been appointed professor of chemistry in the Post 
Graduate College in Bangalore, India. Mr. Rudolph will not 
sever his connection with Parke, Davis & Co., however, but will 
merely resign his position as manager of the Indian business 
and become an advisory director for the company in that coun- 
try. Mr. Rudolph now is visiting Harvard and Yale, having 
already made a trip to Parke, Davis & Co.’s laboratory and plant 
in Detroit, and intends to return to India about October, after 
having spent a few weeks in London. He was one of the 
youngest men to graduate from the course in physical science in 
Victoria University, Manchester, England, receiving his degree 
from that university when only twenty years old. 
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MEMBERS AND DELEGATES IN ATTENDANCE ON THE THIRTY-SECOND ANNUAL MEETING OF

CONNECTICUT STATE MEETING. 


. Brass City Welcomes and Entertains Connecticut Pharmaceutical 
Association—State Excise Law Discussed and Important 
Amendment Proposed—Most Successful Convention in the 
History of the Organization—Brilliant Banquet on the Opening 
Day, at Which the Members Are. Enlightened on the State 
Food and Drugs Law and Advised to Enter Politics. 


Waterbury, June 11.—The Connecticut Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation brought to a close today the most successful meeting 
in its history. A large and gratifying proportion of the members 
were present, and the different sessions were characterized by 
much spirit and enthusiasm. Provision had been made for an 
attendance of 250, this being the number of badges reserved for 
members and delegates, but this proved wholly inadequate, and 
many members had to go without badges. The increased interest 
in the affairs of the association was manifested by a large acces- 
sion to the membership list, sixty-nine active members and seven 
associate members being admitted, making a total of seventy-six 
new members for this meeting. The deliberations and discus- 
sions at the sittings were interesting and helpful, principal atten- 
tion being given to the liquor question, concerning which con- 
siderable difference of opinion prevailed, some members being 
in favor of increasing the license fee, while others held out for 
the complete separation of liquors and pharmacy. A  satis- 
factory adjustment of the differences was effected, and the mem- 
bers appeared well pleased with the result as reported below. 

The selection of Waterbury and the Hotel Elton as head- 
quarters met with the unanimous approval of the visiting mem- 
bers and delegates, who were enthusiastic in their praises of the 
arrangements made by the local committee and of the courtesies 
and hospitality showered on them by the druggists of Waterbury. 
The fact that no future meetings would be held in the Brass 


City, on account of the action taken by the convention to limit 


the meeting places in future to the four cities of Bridgeport, 
Stamford, New 


caused some regret, in view of the unusually pleasing experiences 


Haven and New London, in alternate years, 


of the Waterbury meeting. 


The Welcome to the City. 

The first business sitting was called to order on Tuesday, 
June 9, at noon, in the parlor of The Elton, with President Joseph 
D. Hartigan, of Bridgeport, in the chair. The welcome to 
Waterbury was made by Robert Walker in behalf of the Water- 
bury Pharmaceutical Association, and he was followed by the 
Mayor of the city, the Hon. W. E. Thoms, who also welcomed 
the visitors to Waterbury, and offered them the freedom of the 
city. After some preliminary routine business, including the 
filing of sixty-six applications for membership, the reports of 
officers were taken up, and President Hartigan invited Vice Presi- 
dent Robert Walker to the chair while he read his annual address. 


President’s Address. 

President Hartigan’s second annual address to the association 
was an eminently businesslike document, and met with a favor- 
able reception. He noted the fact that twenty-seven years had 
elapsed since the association had met previously in Waterbury, 
and spoke of the changes that had taken place in the progress 
of the city in manufactures, wealth and population. Referring 
to the joint meeting of the New England pharmaceutical asso- 
ciations at Magnolia Beach last year, he made acknowledgement 
vf the hospitality of the Massachusetts druggists, but intimated 
that it was better to confine meetings within the state. What- 
ever good might be accomplished through a conference with sis- 
ter associations in New England could be as well brought about 
by regularly appointed delegates, who would report back to their 
respective associations. 

President Hartigan insisted in his address on the necessity 
of devoting more time at the meetings to commercial matters, 
and he hoped the association would adopt the practice of meet 
ing semi-annually, in summer and midwinter. Owing to the in 
creasing number of measures introduced at each session of the 
state legislature, many of which would prove inimical to the 
interests of druggists if enacted, he suggested the appointment 
of a larger committee on legislation, with a subcommittee in each 
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county. The sentiment of a majority of the members appears 
to favor the separation of liquor and pharmacy, and expression 
to this was given in the statement that “many of our members 
are of the opinion that the quicker liquor and pharmacy are 
separated, just so much quicker will pharmacy rise to a higher 
and more lofty profession.” It was intimated that the subject 
would be fully discussed in the report of the Committee on 
Legislation. 

Continued affiliation with the National Association of Retail 
Druggists was recommended, “the good work being done by 
this organization demonstrating clearly the need of such a body.” 
Announcement was made of the meeting of the United States 
Pharmacopeeial Convention, which takes place in Washington in 
1910, and it was recommended to the members to prepare criti- 
cisms and suggestions of the formulas and processes for the use 
of the committee of the Connecticut Association, which has such 
matters in charge. 

President Hartigan said he had been informed from an au- 
thoritative source that it was difficult to obtain certain botanic 
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B. Ebbs, of Waterbury, secretary; Robert Walker, of Waterbury, president. 
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drugs of U. S. P. standard, and he named henbane leaves, bella- 
donna leaves and root, and scammony as among the drugs which 
required to be carefully examined when purchased. In discus- 
sing the effect of the operation of the national pure food and 
drugs act and the advance in prices on some articles from the 
manufacturer and wholesaler he advised the members to so ar- 
range their prices to the public as to yield an adequate return 
on money invested The address closed with the following rec- 
ommendations: (1) That the president sign all checks as well 
as the treasurer; (2) that the president appoint within ten days 
after each annual meeting the following standing committees— 
namely, the Executive Committee and the Committee on Phar- 
macy and Queries; (3) that a strong appeal be made for more 
papers to be read at the annual meeting; (4) that the asso- 
ciation pay its own expenses at annual gatherings, and not be 
dependent on the manufacturers and jobbers for donations for 
this purpose. 

The address took the usual course, being referred to a com- 
mittee for consideration. 

Delegates from sister associations were then recognized, and 
among others heard from were L. G. Heinritz, of Holyoke; Al- 
bert E. Lerche, of Springfield, and Frank F. Ernst, of Jamaica 
Plain, Boston, all of the Massachusetts delegation. 
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Secretary’s Report. 


The report of the secretary was presented by John B. Ebbs, 
of Waterbury, whose second appearance it was in this office after 
succeeding Charles A. Rapelye in 1906. After some preliminary 
remarks devoted to the work of the secretary’s office, Mr. Ebbs 
gave an account of the fifty-fifth annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association held in New York last year, 
and made a strong plea for increased interest in the national 
association by the pharmacists of the state. He also advocated 
the foundation of a Connecticut College of Pharmacy, and said 
the members should not rest until a movement in that direc- 
tion was set on foot. He said that with few exceptions every 
state in the Union was equipped with such an institution, and 
the subject should be seriously considered by the association. 

In Connecticut registered pharmacists are not exempted from 
jury duty, as is the case in New York, and Secretary Ebbs rec-~ 
ommended that the Legislative Committee be instructed to pre- 
pare a bill for the purpose of exempting pharmacists from this 
service. 

On motion the report was referred to the Committee on Pres- 
ident’s Address. 


Work of the Executive Committee. 


The report of the Executive Committee was presented by the 
chairman, Robert Walker, of Waterbury. A lengthy but inter- 
esting document, the report traversed much of the ground usually 
covered in the customary presidential addresses and secretaries* 
reports, giving a pretty complete account of the work of the 
association during the interval between meetings. The question 
of delinquent members having been brought to its attention, the 
committee had decided, instead of dropping the delinquent, to. 
ask some member of the association living in the same town to 
make a personal call and collect if possible the dues owed toa 
the association and also persuade him to continue his mem- ’ 
bership. (This action of the committee was formally approved 
hy the association later.) The committee proposed an amendment 
to the pharmacy law whereby the fee charged under section 472& 
should not be refunded to the applicant in case of failure upon 
first examination, but in lieu thereof a second examination would 
be granted without extra charge. It was also recommended that 
the law relating to the bonding of the pharmacy commissioners 
should be amended so as not to require the bonding of the pres- 
ident and secretary of the pharmacy board, since these officers 
do not handle funds. A further amendment to the pharmacy: 
law, under section 4721, was reported as follows: “There shall 
be three commissioners of pharmacy, each of whom shall be a 
reputable pharmacist, and who shall at all times during theit 
terms of office be actively engaged in and the proprietors of 
retail drug stores.” 

The Executive Committee reported that an effort had been 
made to remunerate Capt. J. K. Williams, of Hartford, for his 
valuable services as chairman of the Committee on Legislation, 
and $100 had been appropriated for the purpose, but Captain, 
Williams had resolutely declined to accept the money, and it 
was returned to the treasury. The total membership of the asso- 
ciation at the opening of the meeting was stated to be 499. [As 
seventy-six new members were added to the roll during the con- 
vention, the number of members embraced in the association is 
now 575.] The report closed with a series of notices of deceased 
members, the following being named: W. H. Camp, Canaan; 
Ernest F. Hesse, New Haven; Charles H. Williams, Thomaston; 
William E. Ford, New Haven; Elbert E. Daskum, Waterbury. 


Report of the Pharmacy Commissioners. 

The report of the Pharmacy Commission as presented by 
John A. Leverty, of Bridgeport, secretary, set forth that during 
the past year five regular and three special meetings had been 
held. Of one hundred candidates examined, thirty-seven were 
successful and admitted to practice. The number of licenses in 
force in Connecticut on May 31, 1908, was 1,021. The amount 
of cash paid to the state from January 1, 1907, to June 1, 1908, 
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for renewals and examinations was $2,350, the disbursements for 
expenses and salaries for the same period amounting to $1,558.23. 
Five convictions for the illegal sales of liquor were investigated, 
and one druggist’s license was revoked in consequence. 
Interchange of Certificates. 

In February, 1908, the entire board held a conference with 
representatives from the other New England states, and entered 
into the reciprocal exchange agreement. This agreement limits

the exchange of certificates to licentiates taking up a permanent 
residence in a state other than the one in which his original cer- 
tificate was issued. Ordinarily an applicant desiring an inter- 
change must be a resident of a state at least six months. If, 
however, conditions warrant and. satisfactory evidence is pre- 
sented to the board of pharmacy, the certificate is issued at once. 
3ut the author of the report wittily observed that “no inter- 
change will be made simply for the purpose of adding another 
certificate to the pharmacist’s art gallery,” and “an applicant who 
has failed to pass the examination in one state and has been suc- 
cessful in another cannot obtain a certificate from the board before 
which he has appeared and, failed, unless by undergoing and 
passing another examination.” The fee for reciprocal exchange 
is $6, $5 being retained by the board which issues the certificate 
and $1 by the board which certifies to the applicant’s fitness. 


A Great Banquet. 

The proceedings of the first day’s sitting were brought to a 
close by a sumptuous banquet, which opened in the dining room 
of The Elton at 830 o’clock, Tuesday evening, and continued 
until about 2 o’clock Wednesday morning. The banquet, in 
respect of menu, service and the character of the speechmak- 
ing, far outshone any previous affair of its kind, and, indeed, 
put to shame many of the larger banquets given this season in 
the metropolitan district, the latter observation being especially 
true as regards the after dinner addresses, which were of an 
unusually high order of excellence. 

President Joseph D. Hartigan distinguished himself as toast- 
master, welcoming the guests and introducing the speakers most 
felicitously. J. D. Noble, the state Dairy Commissioner, was 
unable to attend, but sent Tyler Crittenden, his chief of staff, who 
is charged with the enforcement of the pure food and drug law 
of the state. Mr. Crittenden was the first speaker, and in an inci- 
dental reference to the work of the Commission, he said that up 
to the present it had been largely educational in the way of in- 
structing druggists what would and would not be allowed in 
the matter of compounding and labeling. He expressed his be- 
lief that after the law had been in operation for a year or 
two, druggists would not be willing to return to the sort of 
competition that existed before the pure food law was enacted. 
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PURE DRUGS LAW HUMOR. 

Dr. E. H. Jenkins, the director of the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, New Haven, made a witty and informing address 
on certain phases of the operation of the pure food and drugs 
law. The difficulty of investing a subject of this kind with 
humor or pleasantry can be appreciated best by pharmacists, and 
to say that Doctor Jenkins succeeded admirably is but to pay 
scant praise to a speech that was listened to with the closest 
attention and was frequently punctuated with applause. We are 
fortunate to be able to print this able address in full in another 
part of the paper. 

A MINISTER’S TRIBUTE TO WOMANHOOD. 

The Rev. Frederick D. Buckley, of Trinity Church, Water- 
bury, had “The Ladies” for his toast, and he paid a glowing 
tribute to wifehood and motherhood. In the audience was a 
gentleman who has attended nearly every meeting of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association and the Proprietary Associa- 
tion of America for the past twenty years, and to the AMERICAN 
DruGGIsT representative this gentleman said that he had never 
previously heard a toast to the ladies so eloquently responded 
to. Mr. Buckley fairly captured his audience when he gave the 
following advice to the married men present: “Tell your wife, 
as you kiss her in the morning, that she is the prettiest woman 
in the world, and if it’s the only lie you tell in your life, T’ll 
stand sponsor for it, and guarantee to lead you past St. Peter at 
the gate, and get you a safe place inside.” Other glowing trib- 
utes to the American woman, “the uncrowned queen of the 
home,” delivered in eloquent fashion, elicited round after round 
of applause from an attentive and appreciative audience. 

The speeches of Dr. Augustin A. Crane, representing the 
medical profession, Charles A. Colley and the Hon. George L. 
Lilley Congressman-at-Large, of Connecticut, were full of good 
stories and added much to the enjoyment of the evening. During 
the service of the dinner the Waterbury Philharmonic Orchestra 
rendered selections of classical and popular music, which, judg- 
ing from the applause, were thoroughly enjoyed by the banqueters.

At the second day’s session on Wednesday the annual report 
of the Legislative Committee was read, and following this came 
a spirited discussion of the excise law, and the annual election 
of officers. 

Legislative Activity in Connecticut. 

The report of the Legislative Committee was presented by the 
veteran chairman of that committee, Capt. John K. Williams, 
of Hartford. It contained a number of recommendations which 
occasioned considerable discussion on the floor, especially those 
pertaining to the liquor question. The law governing the sale 
of intoxicating liquors in Connecticut provides that the holder 
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of a license shall be the bona fide owner of the business, except 
in the case of druggists, and it is this exception that has given 
rise to much contention. 
exception will be removed, and when the law is amended every 
holder of a license must be the owner of the business. 
abuses have grown up under the operation of the law as it stands, 
some druggists having been unscrupulous enough to lend their

premises to liquor dealers for the sale of liquors in an unlawful 
manner, or in such a way as to observe the letter of the law and 
ignore its spirit. 

The report, which was signed by the full membership of the 
committee, consisting of John K. Williams, Charles A. Rapelye, 
1). G. Stoughton, Charles Fleischner, John A. Leverty, Curtis P. 
Gladding and Horace H. Daboll, brought to the attention of the 
meeting certain proposed changes in the pharmacy and excise 
acts in order to provoke discussion and bring about an inter- 
change of views regarding the wisdom of adopting some or all 
of the measures embodied in the report. The following serially 
numbered propositions were presented for discussion: 

1. That the Board of Pharmacy Commissioners elect a 
secretary and treasurer, who shall not be a member of the 
board nor have a vote, but shall be a licensed pharmacist. 
Salary the same as members of the board and conditions 
the same—viz.: that the board’s receipts shall cover the addi- 
tional expense of salaries of all, and shall be scaled pro rata 
to meet the deficit. 

2. Whenever a member: of the pharmacy commission 
ceases to be actually engaged in the practice of pharmacy, 
or whenever he engages in the practice of tutoring prospective 
applicants for the board examination, he shall cease to be 
a member of the board, and the Governor shall appoint 
another in his stead, as provided in the law governing 
vacancies. 

3. That all registered poisons shall have only the name of 
the proprictor of the pharmacy upon the package, the same 
as all other medicines emanating from his place of business. 

4. Pharmacy Commissioners to have power to revoke 
pharmacy licenses on conviction of sales of liquor illegally. 

5. Forbid sales of “registered” poisons to minors. 

6. Power for the board to inspect pharmacies in person 
or by agent, expenses to be met from funds of the board, 
and without expense to state. 

7. That the provision now in the law, returning the first 
fee of $5 for examination, if applicant fails to pass, be 
repealed. 
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8. That there be two or more grades of pharmacy 
licenses. 

g. That carbolic acid be put upon the “registration of 
poisons” list. 

10. That the Board of Pharmacy and the incoming leg- 
islative committee of this Association make a complete revi- 
sion of the pharmacy law and submit their findings and 
changes to a special meeting of this Association, in January, 
1909, for approval or rejection; also that in that revision 
there shail be a secretary. not a member of the board, and 
he shall be an “inspector” of drug stores also. 

11. Amend Section 4728 by striking out the five lines after 
the first two, beginning with the words “and whenever a 
personal examination,” and ending with “‘said fee shall not 
in that case be refunded”; so that all applicants for license 
by examination shall pay $3, whether they pass or not, every 
time they try. All renewal licenses to pay $2, as now paid. 

12. Add to Section 4726 by erasing all after the word 
“pharmacy” in ninth line, and insert instead these words: 
“or who have had four years of practical experience in com- 
pounding drugs in drug stores where the prescriptions of 
medical practitioners are compounded.” 

13. Complete elimination of the liquor sales or licenses 
of any form from pharmacies. 

14. Elimination of the general “$50 liquor license” from 
all retail pharmacies, so as to-have only the “prescription” 
license in towns voting license, the same as now prevails in 
no-license towns. 

15. Certification of the Board of Pharmacy to the County 
Commissioners that the pharmacist is a fit person to license 
for the sale of liquors under the present scale of prices 
before he can obtain any form of a liquor license, and leave 
the law as it now is in all other respects. 

16. Enlargement of the Legislative Committee of this As- 
sociation to eight members, and annually appoint an Auxil-

iary Committee of members from each county to 

aid this Committee whenever called upon. Also the employ- 

ment by the legislative committee of an attorney to assume 
charge of all legislative work of the Association. 

After a full and free interchange of views it was decided 
to withhold approval of recommendation No. 1. Recommenda- 
tion No. 2 was adopted as it stands. Recommendation No. 3 
was divided, and a proposal to register pharmacies annually at 
a fee of $1 was voted down, the abbreviated recommendation as 
printed above being adopted. Recommendation No. 4 was favor- 
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ably acted on, but No. 5 was not approved. Nos. 6 and 7 were 
adopted, and No. 8 was referred back to-the committee for fur- 
ther consideration, as was also No. 10, the Legislative Commit- 
tee and the Pharmacy Commission being asked to give them 
attention. No. 9 was not approved. Nos. 11 and 12 were also 
referred to the Legislative Committee and the Pharmacy Com- 
mission for further consideration. Under the heading of ex- 
cise legislation Nos. 13, 14 and 15 were rejected. 
Recommendation No. 16 was adopted. 


Mr. Woodhall’s Plan to Solve the Excise Question. 


After a prolonged discussion of ways and means of settling 
the excise question so as to remove the stigma attaching to the 
misuse of the liquor privilege by certain druggists, the difficulty 
was cleverly met by Frederick Woodhall, of Rockville, who 
moved to instruct the Legislative Committee to work for the 
deletion of the words “except druggists” in section 3 of chapter 
265 of the public acts of 1907, which is the act regulating the 
sale of intoxicating liquors. The section in question would then 
read, the deleted words being printed in brackets, as follows: 

“Sec. 3. The holder of a license to sell spirituous and intoxi- 
cating liquors [except druggists] shall be the bona fide owner 
of the business carried on under the license, and before issuing 
the license the County Commissioners shall require each appli- 
cant to make oath that he is the bona fide owner of the business 
and that no person unsuitable to hold a license to sell spirituous 
and intoxicating liquors is in any way interested in the business.” 

An additional amendment was proposed by Captain Williams 
for the protection of estates of deceased druggists. He recom- 
mended that “due provision be made for drug stores conducted 
for estates that require the business shall be carried on until sold.” 

The election for officers to serve during the ensuing year 
passed off without incident of special note. There was no con- 
test to speak of for the various offices, and the result of the 
election was as follows: President, Robert Walker, Waterbury;

A theatre party was arranged on the opening day, 
and on the return to the hotel tea was served in the grill room. 
On Wednesday morning twelve carrier pigeons owned by Karl 
O. Cyrus, a well known pharmacist and pigeon fancier, 
of Bridgeport, were started from the roof of the Apothe- 
caries’ Hall Building. Each was numbered, and the ladies hold- 
ing the winning number received prizes. The birds reached 
Bridgeport nearly simultaneously at 10.45 o’clock a. m.. Mrs. 
W. H. Newton, of New Haven, who held ticket No. 23, and 
whose bird was the first to get home, won the first prize. The 
other winning tickets were Nos. 25, 2, 9, 40 and 18. The ladies 
were treated to an automobile ride after the pigeons had been 
started, twenty machines being used to carry the party. The 
trip was to Naugatuck, along the Whittemore road to Quassa- 
paug, and back to Waterbury.

ing the Pharmacy Law so as to 
require graduation from a phar- 
maceutical school for license to 
practice pharmacy. As the Chi- 
cago branch of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association and 
the Chicago Retail Druggists’ 
Association have also unanimous- 
ly approved of this proposed 
amendment, and the Board of 
Pharmacy are heartily in favor of 
it, no doubt is entertained that the 
legislature will pass it.

In his address President Boehm 
called attention to the recent awakening in pharmacy, and also 
to the “unscrupulous methods used by some of the high class 
health wreckers.” He called attention to what the physicians 
had done regarding patent medicines, and urged the pharmacists 
to insist upon higher standards in their own ranks. 














KINGS COUNTY ANNUAL MEETING. 





Presentation of Flags by the Women’s Organization—Portrait of 
A. E. Ebert Presented by Trustees of U. S. Pharmacopoeia— 
Angry at Governor Hughes for Vetoing Whitney Bill. 





A large amount of business was transacted at the meeting of 
the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society held at the Brooklyn 
College of Pharmacy on Tuesday afternoon, June 9. The an- 
nual election of officers took place, and the reports of officers 
and committees for the year were presented. In addition, the 
Brooklyn Chapter of the Woman’s Organization of the N. A. R. D. 
presented to the society two American flags, one to adorn the 
college hall and the other to float from the pole on top of the 
building. 

The meeting was a little late in opening, as usual, it being 
nearly half past three o’clock, an hour after the advertised time, 
before President Jacob H. Rehfuss called the members to order. 
After transacting the routine business of a monthly meeting, 
including the election of three new members—Inte I. Louri, 
M. D., 435 Seventh avenue; Ralph E. Hughes, 1293 Fulton street, 
and F. R. Jennings, Lawrence, L. I., the annual reports of officers 
were called for, and vice president Clarence O. Douden took the 
chair while President Rehfuss read the customary annual presi- 
dential address, being a summary of the proceedings of the year 
just closed. He spoke in terms of satisfaction regarding the 
financial condition of the society, the suspension of the trust com- 
pany in which the society and college funds were deposited hav- 
ing in no way interfered with the work of the institution, and he 
congratulated the society on possession of “so capable, so zealous 
and so trustworthy a custodian of its funds” as treasurer Oscar 
C. Kleine. He also complimented Secretary Hegeman on the 
accuracy and completeness of his reports of the meetings, as well 
as upon his successful efforts to bring in new members, which 
had resulted in an increase of eighty-four members ‘during the 
year. The propaganda and detail work on National Formulary 
and pharmacopceial products were referred to as among the most 
important undertakings of the year. Nearly 5,000 specimens were 
distributed, at a cost of about $1,200. President Rehfuss said 
that while a similar propaganda had been carried on in other 
parts, it was nowhere so thoroughly and so systematically done- 
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as in the City of Brooklyn by the Kings County Pharmaceutical 
Society. He commended the Trade Matters Committee and its 
chairman, John G. Wischerth, for valuable work. The history 
of the propaganda work would, he said, be incomplete without 
rendering praise and giving proper recognition to the splendid 
efforts of Dr. William Muir. “With an enthusiasm and resource- 
fulness which characterizes his support of everything that per- 
tains to the welfare of the Kings County Pharmaceutical Society, 
Doctor Muir early threw all his energies into this cause and 
contributed probably more than any one else to its success.” 
President Rehfuss said he felt it his duty to call attention to 
Doctor Muir's work in preparing the 5,000 specimens which 
were distributed, and how “night after night Doctor Muir trudged 
from drug store to drug store soliciting funds to carry on this 


work.” The address closed with an expression of thanks to his 


fellow officers and the various committees for loyal support 
throughout the year. In a separate paper he reported on the 


work of the college for the year. 

In seconding the motion of Professor Anderson to receive 
the report and spread it on the minutes, Doctor Muir referred 
to it as one of the ablest reports ever presented to the society. 

The annual report of the secretary was presented by Dr. A. E. 
Hegeman. Summarized, this showed eighty-four accessions to 
membership, four deaths, four resignations, and eighteen members 


dropped from the roll. To date the membership numbered 500. 
The sum of $1,160 was collected for dues and initiations, and 


$1,¢53 was subscribed for detail work on the U. S. P. and N. F. 
propaganda by the druggists of Brooklyn. Eleven regular meet- 
ings had been held, with an average attendance of forty members. 

Treasurer Oscar C. Kleine then reported as custodian of the 
society and college funds for the period from May, 1907, to June, 
1908. The balance to the credit of the society at last report 
amounted to $3,035.53, and there had been received in dues and 
on transfer from the college account,-and in amounts from the 
Metropolitan Association of Retail Druggists and the College 
Alumni Association, sums which made a grand total of $4,560.49. 
The disbursements during the year amounted to $4,229.63, leaving 
a balance of $330.86. For the college he reported the receipts 
for the year as $17,014.46 and disbursements of $13,950.84, leav- 
ing a balance on hand of $3,063.62. 

Dr. William Muir reported for the Legislative Committee, 
and reviewed the work of the year. At the last regular ses 
sion of the state legislature there were introduced in the Assem- 
bly and Senate thirteen bills affecting the drug trade. Eleven 
of the bills never came out of committee. One bill by Assembly- 
man Smith, of New York, permitting wholesale houses to sell 
cocaine at wholesale to each other under certain restrictions with- 
out the necessity of having a registered pharmacist’s signature 
therefor passed and became a law. Extended reference was 
made to the Whitney drug bill, which was passed by the Assem- 
bly and Senate, and allowed to die by the Governor withholding 
his signature from it. The committee recommended that the 
society protest against the action of the Governor by contin- 
uing to advocate the bill and by an expression of appreciation 
to Assemblyman Whitney for his efforts in behalf of the inter- 
ests of pharmacists and the public. 

The editorial printed in the AMERICAN Drucctst for June 8 
regarding the veto of the Whitney bill was read to the society 
and cordially endorsed. 

The proceedings were suspended temporarily to allow Mrs. 
Charles L. Gesell to make the flag presentation on behaif of 
the W. O. N. A. R. D., which she did with much grace, amid 
the enthusiastic plaudits of the members. The flag for the 
interior of the building, measuring 12 by 18 feet, suspended at 
the rear of the platform, was slowly unfurled during the speech 
of presentation. The members and representatives of the Wom- 
an’s Organization then filed out of the building and, assembling 
on the opposite side of the street, witnessed the unfurling of 
the flag from the pole surmounting the structure. As the starry 
emblem was thrown to the winds, the entire assemblage sang the 
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verses, “My Country, "Tis of Thee,’ and the ceremony was con- 
cluded with a round of cheers. 

A large portrait of the late Albert E. Ebert was presented 
to the college by Prof. W. C. Anderson on behalf of the trus- 
tees of the United States Pharmacopoeia.

MORE TROUBLE IN CUBA. 


The Provisional Governor Issues a License Under the Decree of 
December—T he Pharmaceutical Association to Protest—Issuance 
of the License Said to Be a Clerical Error. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Havana, June 7—I was not wrong when I wrote to the 
AMERICAN Druccist in April that the practicantes would soon 
tind another way to resume the conflict with the pharmacists, 
without waiting the decision of the Supreme Court or disturb- 
ing the serenity of the provisional Governor, Mr. Magoon. 

They have acted through the Provincial Governor, Major 
Foltz, of the American army, appointed in the interim, pending 
the elections in August next. This gentleman, with the sublime 
indifference to precedent or decree which has characterized the 
action of the Government throughout the whole question, ap- 
pointed Senor Jose Gaston to be proprietor of a pharmacy at Com- 
postela, 142. Sefior Gaston lacks professional qualification. The 
action of the Provincial Governor seemed to be a challenge to 
the pharmacists, which was immediately accepted. 

The president of the pharmaceutical association called a meet- 
ing to consider the means of protest. The association has issued 
an invitation to the students of the university and the phar- 
macists of the whole island to co-operate in a new campaign in 
defense of the interests of the profession. Instructions were at 
once given to test the appointment of Sefior Gaston before the 
Supreme Court. 

The action of the Provincial Governor has been explained 
by those in authority as due to the inadvertent action of a clerk 
in his office. So far, however, the license to Sefior Gaston has 
not been withdrawn. The matter had probably been discussed 
with Mr. Magoon, who, as I pointed out, was not likely to em- 
barrass his temporary successor, neither politician nor lawyer, 
with so difficult a problem as that of the December decree. Shift- 
ing the responsibility onto the provincial authorities is an adroit 
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move to break up the defense of the association, who, in view 
of the approaching elections, may become disunited. 

June 11.—It is announced that Governor Magoon will not go 
to Panama, owing to the pressure of the political questions in 
this island. 





SECRETARY: WOOTEN TO RESIGN FROM N. A. R. D. 
Announcement Made at the Peoria Meeting of the Illinois Pharma- 
ceutical Association—A Chicagoan Will Probably Succeed Him.

Wooten has been before the I. Ph. A. ten times, and he made 
the announcement regarding his future plans while explaining 
that this would be the last time the members of this organiza- 
tion would hear from him. Mr. Wooten said that he would 
serve out the remainder of his present term as secretary of the 
N. A. R. D., but that after that he would not be a candidate 
for re-election. His term is at an end on October 1. The posi- 
tion of business manager of the Northwestern University School 
of Pharmacy has been offered to Mr. Wooten, and has been 
accepted, after having been refused several times. Mr. Patten, 
the “Corn King,” and W. A. Dyche were prominent among those 
who wanted Mr. Wooten to take the place as business manager, 
and they finally made the inducements strong enough so that he 
accepted. The salary at the start is to be $4,000 a year, and as 
the institution prospers the new manager will participate in the 
benefits. -Mr. Wooten is promised strong backing in an effort to 
make the Northwestern a leader among schools of pharmacy. 


Mr. Wooten’s Career. 

Mr. Wooten is the first and only secretary the N. A. R. D. 
has ever had, as he has been with the organization ever since 
its foundation in 1898. At the end of this decade he leaves the 
association in better shape, financially, than ever before. It is 
claimed by his friends that there never was a time when he 
could lay down his duties with better assurance for the future 
of the N. A. R. D. The association will go into the next con- 
vention, so it is asserted on good authority, with a considerable 
surplus, instead of a deficit. and Mr. Wooten, of course, deserves 
much of the credit for this fact.

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Mr. Wooten’s Successor. 

While nothing definite can yet be said regarding Mr. Wooten’s 
successor, there are some who hint that a Chicago man is likely 
to be chosen. Mr. Wooten has indicated any desire to 
choose his own successor, but, at the same time, it is likely that 
his advice will be sought, and it is suggested that his mantle

will probably fall upon the shoulders of a Chicagoan. The 
position of secretary of the N. A. R. D. is difficult to fill. The 


incumbent must first of all be a man of good balance and ability. 

He must also be conservative, as well as both aggressive and 

progressive—at least, that is the view expressed hereabouts. 

SODA FOUNTAIN, EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLY INTERESTS 
ORGANIZE. 





National Soda Fountain Association—William P. Anderson, of the 
J. Hungerford Smith Company, President—To Educate Dis- 
pensers and Augment Consumption of Soda Water. 
Representatives of thirty of the leading soda fountain, foun- 

tain equipment and supply houscs in the United States organized 
the National Soda Fountain Association at a meeting in the 
Hotel Astor in New York City last Thursday. William P. 
Anderson, of the J. Hungerford Smith Company, of 
Rochester, N. Y., was chosen temporary president; L. A. Becker, 
of L. A. Becker & Co., of Chicago, temporary vice-president; D. 
O. Haynes, proprietor of the Soda Fountain and Pharmaceutical 
Era, temporary secretary, and C. F. Rauchfuss, of the Liquid 
Carbonic Company, temporary treasurer. These officers and A. 
H. Lippincott, of the A. H.& F. A. Lippincott, Company, of Phila- , 
delphia; John Couch, of the Bishop-Babcock Company, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and F. N. Randall, of the Randall Grape Juice Com- 
pany, were selected members of a temporary executive commit- 
tee. Provision was also made for an annual meeting, the date 
for which will be fixed by the executive committee. 

Mr. Haynes called the meeting to order and was elected tem- 
porary chairman. He explained that the gathering had been ar- 
ranged to discover whether the majority of the leading soda 
fountain, equipment and supply interests desired to form a na-

tional organization for their mutual benefit and protection. Mr. 
Becker said that he advocated the proposition, especially as he 
believed that such an organization could do much to further the 
success of the trade by educating soda dispensers to prepare pala- 


table beverages. Mr. Becker added that at present not more than 
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20 percent. of the soda dispensed in this country was fit to drink, 
but that the dispensers could be taught to produce better soda. 
Mr. Rauchfuss said that the sale of soda water should be en- 
couraged on the ground that it was much more healthful and 
beneficial for the public than beer, etc. Edwin Walker, of the 
Erie Specialty Company, endorsed Mr. Rauchfuss’ views, and Mr. 
Lippincott added that a national organization would undoubtedly 
increase the sale of soda water and should be formed for this 
purpose if for no other. 

Mr. Haynes proposed that the association should educate the 
public to consume more soda and less beer, and suggested that 
this result could be obtained most advantageously by establish 
ing a press bureau, which should place before the public the 
numerous advantages of soda. Good soda, he concluded, could 
be obtained by educating the dispensers in a school established 
expressly for this purpose. 

Mr. Anderson likewise urged the formation of the association 
and Frank D. Green, of Robert M. Green & Co., of Philadelphia, 
stated that the proposition met with his unqualified approval and 
that, as there is now more than $20,000,060 invested in soda foun- 
tain apparatus alone, the manufacturers of this apparatus should 
organize for their mutual protection and aid. E. P. Irving, of 
the Walrus Manufacturing Company, of Decatur, IIl., favored the 
movement to establish the organization, and S. B. Whitlock, of 
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laws arranged for the appointment by the president of two addi- 
tional committees of five members each—a legislative and mem- 
bership committee—and a publicity committee of three members. 
The dues of the association were fixed at $25 a year. The mem- 
bers present at the meeting subscribed to the constitution and 
by-laws. .

To Prevent the Theft of Postage Stamps. 


We have already called attention of our readers to the fact 
that the Postmaster General of the United States has issued an 
order permitting the perforation of postage stamps and special 
delivery stamps as a means of identification to prevent theft. 
This orders reads as follows: 


United States postage stamps, to be acceptable for postage, must 
be absolutely without defacement: Provided, That for the purpose 
of identification only, and not for advertising, it shall be permissi- 
ble to puncture or perforate letters, numerals or other marks or 
devices in United States postage and special delivery stamps. 
The punctures or perforations shall not exceed one-thirty-second 
of an inch in diameter, and the whole space occupied by the 
identifying device shall not exceed one-half inch square. The 
puncturing or perforating must be done in such manner as to 
leave the stamp easily recognizable as genuine and not previously 
used. The use of ink or other coloring matter in connection 
with such puncturing or perforating is prohibited. 

Since the publication of this notice we have received several 
inquiries from our readers as to how such perforation may be 
effected. We present below an illustration of the simplest form 
of perforator which we have been able to find, and which is sold 
by the manufacturer, The B. F. Cummins Co. of Chicago and

New York, at $12. This is a single die machine which will 
make not more than three initials, numerals, or marks, perforat- 
ing four sheets simultaneously. The machines are made with 
two, five, or ten dies, as may be desired, the prices ranging up to 
$82.50, for machines operated by hand. A ten die machine, 
operated by a motor and having a speed of about a thousand 
stamps per minute, will be furnished at a cost of about $110. 
We print reproductions of the perforations made by these

machines, showing the initials of the Armour Packing Co., the 
Hamburg-American Line, and the Fuller & Fuller Co., of Chi- 
cago. 
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It is expected that the perforation of stamps will be effective 
in preventing the theft of stamps and their sale to the so called 
brokers, who when apprehended now for the purchase of stamps 
from irresponsible persons defend themselves with the plea that 
if the stamps are stolen they have no knowledge of it. If stamps 
perforated in accordance with this regulation are found in the 
hands of a broker, the presumption of a guilty knowledge of their 
source will be sufficiently strong to enable the authorities to con- 
vict the broker of receiving stolen goods. The subject has been 
deemed of sufficient importance by the Merchants’ Association of 
New York to warrant the issuance of a special bulletin of in- 
structions regarding the use of the perforator.

Colgate & Co. have the largest clock in the world on their 
Jersey City factory. This clock was started on May 25 by a 
touch on an electric button. Mayor Wittpenn, of Jersey City, 
pressed the button, and the clock has been doing the rest ever 
since and looks capable of continuing its duty for many years 
to come. Facing New York from the New Jersey shore, the 
clock is visible for many miles, and is a remarkable piece of 
mechanism. It is more than twice as large as the Westminster 
dials on the Parliament buildings in London, which have a 
diameter of 2214 feet and an area of 398 square feet. It also 
is much larger than the dials on the Philadelphia City Hall clock, 
which measure 25 feet across and have an area of 490 square 
feet. The dial of the Colgate clock is 38 feet across and has an 
area of 1,134 square feet. The minute hand is 20 feet long and, 
with its cqunterpoise, weighs almost a third of a ton. The mech- 
anism is moved by a 2,000 pound weight, and the entire clock 
weighs approximately six tons.

Phenyo-Caffein Company to Push Suit Against Dake Drug Com- 
pany—Beer as a Temperance Drink—Mail Order Houses Quit 
Drug Business.

Buffalo, June 17—The people who are looking after proprie- 
tary contracts are busy. Asa rule, the contracts appear to work, 
and are being renewed by the druggists without hesitation. S. M. 
Bemis, who looks after the contracts for the Phenyo-Caffein 
Company, is here, and it is said that he has brought in some of 
the larger downtown stores that were not in before. Report 
comes from Rochester that this company has been having diffi- 
culty with the Dake Drug Company there, which appears to have 
taken the idea that it could disregard such a contract. Suit was 
brought, and now the defendant is willing to settle, but the 
Phenyo people seem to prefer a trial, for they have an idea that 
it will help them. 

Non-Alcoholic Beer. 

The soda water trade has done pretty well since June came 
in, and the season promises to be a long one. Some of the deal- 
ers in that drink are taking note of the apparent move of the 
brewers to push their beer as a temperance drink. The word 
was passed out at the recent brewers’ convention in Milwau- 
kee, and it is quite possible that the notion of certain druggists 
that the plan is to bring out a beer, or to make it generally with 
so small a percentage of alcohol in it, that any one can drink 
it freely without intoxication, will come true. It is pretty cer- 
tain that radical changes are not far away in that line. As a 
tule, though, the more beverage sold of any sort the more soda 
water sells. It is too early for new flavors to appear, but it is 
found that a new one is hard to introduce. It is reported that 
ice cream soda is more popular than ever before, often fairly 
- crowding out the phosphates along with other varieties. 


Mail Order Business Declining.

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PRACTICAL DEMONSTRATION AT PHILADELPHIA 
MEETING. 


Mr. Wooten’s Successor—Established Policies of N. A. R. D. to 
Continue—New Professors at Medico-Chirurgical College. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Philadelphia, June 17—For the first time in the propaganda 
campaign, representative druggists of this city on Friday evening 
gave a practical demonstration of the making of ethical prepara- 
tions. This demonstration was one of the features of the meet- 
ing of the Twelfth District of the P. A. R. D., at the home of 
the Northwest Business Men’s Association, 2336 Columbia ave- 
nue, and was highly successful. C. G. Neely made up effer- 
vescent phosphate of sodium in little more than fifteen minutes, 
showing that this, like many other preparations commonly used, 
may be put up in less time than it takes to secure it from the 
manufacturer or the jobber and in strict conformity with the 
U. S. P. Another feature was the report made by one of the 
members who showed six specimens of essence of pepsin, pur- 
chased on prescription throughout the’ district. This druggist 
had the prescription filled at places of whose methods he knew 
little. The result was a surprise and furnished strong evidence 
of the successful results of the ethical preparation campaign, for 
every one of the six was in strict accordance with the U. S. P. 
standard. In five instances the cost of the prescription was 
twenty-five cents and in the sixth it was five cents higher. In 
the absence of District Chairman Samuel W. Strunk, David J. 
Reese presided in a most satisfactory manner. About forty drug- 
gists attended and enjoyed the demonstration, the general dis- 
cussion on current topics and, lastly, the bounteous lunch that 
was served. 

No Allowance for Returned Containers. 

Druggists throughout the city are protesting against the action 
of wholesale druggists in refusing to allow anything for the 
containers in which raw materials are delivered to the retail 
trade. The matter will probably come up at the July meeting 
of the P. A. R. D. 

Mr. Wooten’s Successor. 

Announcement of the resignation of Thomas V. Wooten, 
secretary of the N. A. R. D., was received here with grave con- 
cern and in retail drug circles it was one of the principal topics 
of conversation. The consensus of opinion seems to be that 
whoever may be elected to the position at the coming convention 
he should be a man already identified with the national associa- 
tion, whose name and principles are well and favorably known 
to the retail drug trade of the country and who has been an 
exponent of the original policies of the organization. 

Instructions to N. A. R. D. Delegates. 

Twenty delegates and an equal number of alternates to the 
N. A. R. D. convention at Atlantic City were elected at the June 
meeting of the P. A. R. D. at the Drug Club. Samuel C. Henry, 
the president, called the meeting to order shortly after 8 o’clock 
with about eighty members of the association present. Louis 
Emanuel, Pittsburg; L. L. Walton, Williamsport; George D. 
Stroh, of Pittston, and William L. Cliffe, of Philadelphia, all 
members of the State Board of Pharmaceutical Examiners, were 
present and made addresses. Mr. Walton, who has had charge 
of the raising of the fund to defray the damages incurred by 
the P. A. R. D. in the Loder suit, made an interesting report 
in which he declared that he, with many other retail druggists 
of Pennsylvania, felt that this burden should not be shouldered 
entirely by the Philadelphians, and he predicted that loyal drug- 
gists would by their contributions raise the entire amount which 
remains to be paid. He was given a rising vote of thanks. A 
warning against the filling of many of the prescriptions for vari- 
ous ailments published in the daily papers was sounded, and it 
was decided to report this dangerous practice to the Philadelphia 
County Medical Society.

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BALTIMORE POLICE COCAINE PROSECUTIONS FUTILE. 


Witness Charged With Perjury—Dull Acquitted—The Cruise of 
the Wedgewood Club—Elaborate Programme for State Meeting.

Baltimore, June 15.—The cocaine prosecutions, which started 
with a great flourish of trumpets, and were signalized by a num- 
ber of arrests as well as accusations brought against two police 
sergeants and three patrolmen of aiding the nefarious traffic and 
profiting thereby, have so far proved rather barren of results. 
The police board decided, after an investigation of the charges 
against the members of the force, that the accusations of negroes 
who were admittedly engaged in the sale of cocaine, either on 
their Own account or for some one else, could not be allowed 
to outweigh the asseverations of the men under investigation. 
Singularly enough, the latter, who appear to have been at least 
conspicuously inefficient, since the cocaine has been sold in a cer- 
tain section without apparent concealment, were sent immediately 
back to their old “beats,” with an injunction to keep a strict 
watch. 

Perjury Charged. 

William W. Dull, a druggist, at 400 North Gay street, who 
is regarded by many persons as the head of the cocaine syndi- 
cate, with regular agents out supplying those addicted to the 
drug habit, was acquitted of two charges of selling the narcotic, 
because Alverta Bailey, a negress, and the chief witness, told 
stories before the Grand Jury and in court differing in detail. 
She was promptly arrested on a charge of perjury after Dull 
had obtained his vindication. The druggist is still to be tried 
on the charge of having offered a bribe to City Chemist William 
I. Hoffman, if the latter would report that the analyses of 
packages obtained from Dull’s store had failed to show the pres 
ence of cocaine. Besides the negroes, several druggists and other 
individuals have been arrested on charges of selling cocaine, but 
these cases are still to be disposed of.

Condition of Trade. 
New York, June 20, 1908. 

Trade in drugs and chemicals during the period since our 
last report has been characterized by more activity than has been 
noticeable for some time past, though no special increase in the 
volume of business is to be reported, and the market is still sub- 
ject to conflicting influences. The principal development of the 
fortnight under review was a sharp advance in opium, and the 
tendency on this article is still upward, with corresponding ad- 
vances expected on morphine and other opium derivatives; 
higher foreign markets and light available spot supplies are 
named as the factors in the appreciation in value. Few new 
features of interest have come to the surface in other lines 
Quinine remains in the same dull and unsatisfactory position; 
the bark sale at Amsterdam produced no change, the unit value 
realized being the same as that of the previous sale. Pepper- 
ment oil offers a shade more freely from the West, but jobbers 
are buying very carefully and only in such quantities as cover 
immediate requirements, there being still a complete lack of 
speculative buying, with no disposition shown by the trade of the 
country to anticipate at this time the probable requirements of 
the future, so that the month of June will probably maintain its 
reputation as one when the business volume is small, ushering 
in the usual summer quiectude.

Among the 1vvts, jalap and golden 
seal are fractionally easier, while hellebore has advanced under 
the influence of limited stoc¢ks and increased demand.

Acetone is dull and easier owing to lack of inquiry, and the 
revised quotations are 13% to 14%c, as to quality. 

Arnica flowers are without important change, but values are 
steady and numerous sales are reported at 1144 to 13c, as to 
quality. 

Balsam fir, Canada, is held with increased firmness on account 
of some spot scarcity, but former quotations of $5 to $5.25 are 
yet quoted; Oregon is dull and easy at $1.10 to $1.20. 


Balsam copaiba continues in good jobbing demand and the 
tone of the market is steady at 50 to 52%4c for South American; 
Para is a shade easier and recent sales were at 90 to 95c. 


Balsam Peru is meeting with limited inquiry at the moment, 
but previous prices are quoted in most instances—say, $1.65 to 
$1.70. 

Balsam tolu is in upward tendency owing to scarcity, though 
limited supplies are available at the previous range of 21 to 23¢. 

Barks.—Cascara sagrada is held a shade more firmly, with 
new bark quoted at 7% to 8c, though the demand continues un 
important. Soap continues held with firmness in consequence 
of spot scarcity and limited offerings from abroad, and cut and 
crushed are now quoted at 9 to 9%c. Cottonroot is dull and 
neglected at 614 to 7c. Bayberry is held and selling at 4% to 
5c, but the inside figure might be shaded on a firm bid. Sassa 
fras is meeting with a fair demand for the season, and jobbing 
sales are making at 13 to 15c. 

Belladonna leaves are higher, more inquiry having developed, 
and the market is steady at 13 to 17¢.

Chamomile flowers, German, are held with increased firm 
ness, owing to limited offerings both here and abroad, and up 
to 35¢ is named, as to quality; new crop in primary markets is 
quoted at 30c. 

Cocaine is moving into firmer position in consequence of the 
advancing tendency for raw material, and holders are not anxious 
sellers at the present range of $1.90 to $2.10, according to style of 
package and quantity. 

Codliver oil attracts little attention, the demand being un- 
important. While old is offering at $19 and upward, holders of 
new appear firm in their views and name $21 as inside for desir 
able brands. 

Codeine has moved into stronger position, owing to the ap 
preciation in opium, and dealers are awaiting an early advance 
in manufacturers’ prices. 

Colocynth apples are in moderately active demand in a job 
bing way at unchanged quotations, or, say, 21 to 23c for Trieste, 
and 18 to 20c for Spanish. 

Cubeb berries are dull and neglected at the moment, and 
quotations are more or less nominal at 14 to 16c, as to quality. 

Cuttlefish bone is in moderate jobbing demand at unchanged 
prices, Or, say, 19 to 22c for Trieste, 14 to 20c for French, and 
38 to 55c¢ for jewelers. 

Damiana leaves continue to offer at the range of 9 to toc, 
as to quantity, and we hear of jobbing sales at the inside figure. 

Digitalis leaves are more liberally inquired for, and as it will 
be some time before new crop is available and spot stocks are 
low, dealers are firmer in their views at the current range of 
9g to 9c. 

Ergot remains quiet, only a limited jobbing business being 
reported at the current range of 21 to 22c for Russian and 29 to 
30c for Spanish. 
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Euphorbia pilulifera continues scarce and wanted, and holders 
have increased their limit to the range of 35 to 4oc, after sales 
at 30c.
